THE BATTLE OF THE ROUTES. 

The theatre of the contest is cliang- 
ed. Bute and Dean are not to bo 
counted in the fight— FraBor hiiviug 
knocked both, in prize-lighting par- 
lance, out of time, So sing our Wost- 
miusler contemporaries. And tlio 
immediate cause of their jubihxtiou is 
the survey jusfe ordered of the Fnisor 
■Rivet canyonB. We believe it to bo 
« fact that those canyoua have 



uovor 

been subjected to a location survey. 
An exploratory survey waa made m 
. 1871 from Yale upwards and the route 
t»a8 condemned. In 1875 fourteen 
miles of the canyons were located, 
when it -was decided to abandon fur- 
ther attempts to find a practicable 
route for the railway in that direction. 
Tlio prcsout operations are supposed 
to be intended to demonstrate the en- 
• tire impracticability of the Fraser 
route, which, we are given to under- 
stiuid, haa boon already declared im- 
practicable by the highest engineering 
authority iu the Dominion in conse- 
quence of the vast amount of heavy 
V,-ork that would bo rciiuirod to con- 
Btruct a railway through the canyunt. 
Apart, however, from the ougiueoring 
•view, there are otbor points that must 
be taken into consideration in llxing 
upon a route for the Canadian Pacific 
Railway through British Columbia. It 
is conceded that a line of railway if 
brought down the Fraser would tor 
miuate at Earrard Inlet. Therefore, 
British commerce in the Pacific must 
pass under the guns of San Juan. A 
writer in the Westminster "Herald" 
quotes from Imray's Sailing Directions 
to disprove this. Well, what does 
Imray say? That San Juan com- 
XD»nd8 neither Fraser River nor Vic- 
toria harbor; "especially since the in- 
trodwction of steam vessels and the 
discovery of Roaario Channel." This 
(if ever made) is an extraordinary 
statement. Rosario Channel leads 
through an archipelago of islands whicli, 
being in the hands •£ the Amoricrtns, may 
be easily fortified, and the channel oloaed 
to an enemy's shippiDg. Canal de Haro, 
which divides Vancouver from San Jnan, 
is wider tban Rosario; but its puasngo is 
also commanJod by San Juan laland. No 
ship bound to Burrard Inlet in time of 
war could pass through either chauuols 
without having first silenced or run the 
gauntlet of the shore batteries. As to 
Victoria harbor Imray is right. It is ac- 
cessible to our country's vesBels under 
any circumstances, being commanded by 
no land in the possession of a foreign 
government. If the Canadiau Pacific; 
Bailway is to be a national highway it 
must be something more tban a feeder of 
(he American lines. Shoald it tormiuato 
at Burrard Inlet the Canadian lino would 
be tapped by the Northern Pacific aiul the 
trade of the Province would fall mtn tlm 
hands of the Americans. Nothinf? can In' 
plaiuor than this to tlio unprejudiced 
mind; and were tho Fraser tbo cuMiest 
route that could be obtained it JiiuHt give 
way before military and commercial con- 
siderations.

THE FIKE AT WELLINGTON 

MINE, 

The Flames Eatinguislied. 

Yosterdiiy's Free Press (Naiuiiaio) ^'ivow 
the following account of I lie disastrous 
fire in the WoUington eoal mine:— "About 
12 o'clock on SiiturJay night, the whistle 
of tlio Wellington Cnlli'-ry, sounilml an 
uhinu, owing to liro liaving liren disi'uv- 
€i'ed iu tlio WulliiJgton nun.!. On rxiiini- 
nutiou, it WHS found tlial Iho i'o:U on cufh 
Bide of tlio up))Oi- slopo nuai' tlio fuinuco 
was on fire. Tho lire continued to in- 
crease in spite of the efforts made to stop 
it, and on 'Sundiiy the flamoa burst up 
tlirongli a cavo in front of tho ()l1ic(i. At 
oiiQ time, it was ('.■■tiniat -J th ii tlio column 
of flame was at lo:if.t ilKl yards liigli, and 
roared like a va.st tuiii.u'o. This, howovor, 
was soon soiotlu'red out. Sui ok.: ooiuin;,' 
up through the "bin" of coal at the mine's 
mouth it was thought ailvisable to move 
it and men worabnsily ouga^'od in doing 
soon Sunday and ■Monday. All ollior cl- 
foi-ts to check tho luu having failed, on 
Moutlay uioniing iho work ui walling in 
the liro, by building a briok wall liolow 
the place wlicro tho liiv exists, was ouni- 
menced and pushed fortvaid with all i)Oj- 
sible speed. Yesterday morning, all tho 
apertures, except tho mouth of ilioblope, 
having boon closod uj), steam \yas inject- 
ed into tho mine from largo boilcr.s at the 
pit heiid, aud at nightfall tho tire was so 
much subduod that ininors wont up and 
down the main slope. In tho workings 
- on each side of the slope, liowovor, large 
bodies of lire still exist, bnt the proprie- 
tors are sanguine that in a few days the 
fire will bo extinguished. At tho present 
timn it in impusiible to asi'ortain tho 
amount of damage dono although it ia 
thought not to bo ver.\ oxt 'iisivo. Tho 
fire is supposed to ha- originated from 
the Chinamen piling up tho coal in the 
fttrnaee,80 that it would lost till morning, 
and thus save themselves the trouble of 
fltaying there through the nigiif to replou- 
ish the furnacu as it rcciniri^I fuel." 

Information receiveil fium Xanaiiuo 
last night states that tho llames wore ex- 
tinguished at a late hour on T'uoKday 
evening and that it is hoped the mine will 
be in fall operation again within five 
weeks from the present time. The men 
employed by Mes.srs. Dunsniuir, Digglo 
i Co. to .smother the lire worked most 
energetically and mot with moru r.ipid 
succcs-s than was ant icipated.
